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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 ; 

I. Claims 1-30, 33-43 and 46 drawn to a photonic device, classified in class 
359, subclass 321 +. 

II. Claims 50-57 drawn to a method of making a photonic device, classified in 
class 438, subclass 29+. 

Claims 1 , 33 and/or 46 in Group I and claim 50 in Group II link inventions of 
Group I and Group II. The restriction requirement between the linked inventions is 
subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), claims 1 , 33, 46 and 50. Upon the 
allowance of the linking claim(s), the restriction requirement as to the linked inventions 
shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending from or othenA^ise including all the 
limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) will be entitled to examination in the instant 
application.
